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META: 


Ovid’s epic Metamorphoses documents all the 
transformations recorded in classical mythology. 
The evident wonder of humans taking stunning 
new shapes and gods visiting mortals still 
inspires. The ancient Greek prefix meta means 
“along with, after, between, among,” and is akin 
to the English “mid,” as in midwife. 1 I can only 
hope that the Corcoran has proven equal to such 
notions of transforming and midwifery as we 
present our 1996 art auction entitled “Metamor¬ 
phosis.” This is a contemporary hybrid product 
joining the best of the historic Washington Pro¬ 
ject for the Arts and the FRIENDS of the Corcor¬ 
an art auctions, while adding a number of new 
twists, efficiencies, and expansions. I hope the 
gods smile on this dedicated attempt to build fur¬ 
ther distinguished local collections while sup¬ 
porting the regional art acquisitions, exhibitions 
and programs of the new WPA\Corcoran and the 
Corcoran FRIENDS. I hope the birthing of this 
bright new project has not been too painful. I do 
know that many community volunteers and lead¬ 
ers have labored over the last many months to 
make this gala auction a reality. The Corcoran is 
delighted and thankful that so many talented con¬ 
stituents have taken up the challenge and given so 
much to its success. 

I think about meta physics, not on a daily 
basis, but especially now, under the pressure of 
these special current events. Thoughts range from 
the subject of causality in Aristotle’s Metaphy¬ 
sics to other historic philosophers’ metaphysical 
speculations where one branch maintains that 
knowledge of reality is obtained from experience 
(Empiricism) and where another holds that truth 
“should be tested by the practical effects of 
belief...(Pragmatism).” 2 I assess the movement of 
the former renowned Washington Project for the 
Arts into the Corcoran Gallery of Art earlier this 


year as the primary causal factor in this 1996 auc¬ 
tion journey. The WPA’s empirical experiences for 
over twenty years defined a provocative, effective 
silent and live art auction energetically supported 
by hundreds of Washington region artists and 
patrons. This was their imperative commitment 
of service and funding. Working against other 
schools of metaphysicians, notably the skeptics, 
we pragmatists believe we have chosen the proper 
view. Furthermore, it is far more entertaining to 
figure all the ways our meta- and physical “Meta¬ 
morphosis” can and should work rather than 
obsessing on why it might not. 

Our optimism and excitement are palpable 
and we deeply thank all the artists of the 
Washington region for allowing themselves to be 
appraised and judged by the art selection commit¬ 
tee. That only ten percent of the more than one 
thousand considered artists could be chosen this 
year reminds us that we have a deep and rich pool 
left for next year’s deliberations. Those selected 
artists have donated various portions of their auc¬ 
tion proceeds and this has been supported by all 
their relevant dealers and representatives. All the 
committees listed in this catalogue really did the 
heavy lifting and weeks and months of delibera¬ 
tions. The Board of the FRIENDS and the new 
Advisory Committee of the WPA\Corcoran are to 
be thanked. The Auction Co-Chairs and WPA\ 
Corcoran Auction Coordinator gave without limit 
to time and patience. All the patrons and spon¬ 
sors, successful bidders, under bidders, friends 
and families made this event the critical, over-the- 
top auction of the year. We thank you all.

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This exhibition of 114 area artists illustrates the changing and vital Washington, DC area art scene. In a spirit of coopera¬ 
tion and transformation, the FRIENDS of the Corcoran Gallery of Art and the new WPA\Corcoran jointly present their first 
annual exhibition and benefit auction. Within this broad display, viewers will find works by established and emerging artists. 


A constant theme of this exhibition is the neces¬ 
sity of change: stasis leads to stagnancy, sameness 
can become dull. Artists have always known that 
change is critical to their work’s maturation, and 
they always question the work they have done, the 
premises from which they operate and the new 
directions they will take in the future. Grounded 
in unsparing self-critical analysis, there is a con¬ 
stant hit-or-miss course of evolution. As any indi¬ 
vidual knows, this can be a bumpy road, but the 
process and destination often yield rewards. 

The Road to Transformation: Selection Process 

What goes on behind the closed door of a cura¬ 
tor’s office? In this case, an art selection commit¬ 
tee of thirteen collectors, artists, curators, art 
consultants, and art dealers convened five times at 
the Corcoran to reduce the long list of area artists 
into something approaching a coherent group 
suitable for the double purpose of an exhibi¬ 
tion/auction. Because the Washington, DC metro¬ 
politan region boasts over 1,000 professional 
artists, the committee’s focus and function was 
primarily editorial; the resulting exhibition pre¬ 
sents a broad survey of the state of the contempo¬ 
rary art scene as well as a distribution of 
sculpture, painting, photography, prints and 
drawing. Given the scope of this project, multi¬ 


media, installation and performance-related 
work, while certainly a strong component of the 
region’s artistic expression, have not been 
included in the exhibition. 

Studio assignments in hand, each committee 
member visited between six and thirty studios 
over the summer. After choosing and photograph¬ 
ing individual works, the committee then met to 
discuss their selections. Jack Cowart, Deputy 
Director and Chief Curator of the Corcoran, 
reviewed all visual material to offer his opinion. A 
number of well-known artists are not included on 
the roster this year in order to present works by 
newer talent; this will undoubtedly change in 
coming years as the art selection committee 
rotates. This curatorial process faithfully follows 
the spirit of the WPA and provides a means for 
exhibiting new artists in a museum setting. 

A Nod to Tradition 

With few exceptions, most works in this exhibi¬ 
tion acknowledge rich traditions from a variety of 
cultural sources, particularly the ground-breaking 
movements of the twentieth century. The two- 
dimensional works reveal continued interest in 
vigorous formal abstraction filtering investigations 
of personal experience, nature, science, music and 
energy through light and color. Surrealism, 
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arguably one of the greatest artistic developments 
of this century, still dominates the production of 
most contemporary art. Within the paintings, 
prints and drawings on view, its influence is 
expressed in psychological landscapes and dream- 
scapes, forays into fantasy and eccentricity, and 
unusual juxtaposition of images whose relation¬ 
ships we must decode. Many area artists depict 
the visual environment and its contents through 
plein-air painting, photography, still life and por¬ 
traiture; instead of merely documenting, they 
transform their subject matter through the 
alchemy of the artist’s hand and the eye’s per¬ 
spective. Others cull images from personal history 
or sacred ritual, such as a hovering cage or a sun- 
struck boat, in order to portray symbolic intent. 

Subtle Provocations 

Art critics often cite the sculpture of Washington, 
DC for its elegance, craftsmanship and emphasis 
on traditional materials. Metaphor, process and 
wit are other hallmarks of this area’s sculptors; 
while these qualities characterize much of the 
sculpture on view, several artists try to break with 
this tradition to offer more conceptually challeng¬ 
ing work. A few of the provocative offerings 
include a delicate Gothic crown of mechanical 
and militaristic origin; a double chalice that situ- 





ates itself between the rigorous geometry of 
Renaissance master Uccello and mesmerizing 
African handicraft; a politically authoritative 
albeit mute imprisoned gas mask; a listening box 
whose array of ears hints simultaneously at wit 
and mutilation; a powerful nature/culture conun¬ 
drum whose upended tree sprouts a malevolent 
and sexual rubber appendage; a seductively 
crafted and seemingly abstract wood construction 
that, upon closer inspection, reveals a slit throat; 
and a life-size metal mesh kimono filled with sym¬ 
bolic natural materials. 

Technical Prowess 

From mezzotint to photolithography, print con¬ 
noisseurs can marvel at the array of techniques 
used by exhibited artists, not least of which is the 
recent advent of the Iris print, thanks to the ener¬ 
gies of area printers, such as David Adamson, 
Dennis O’Neil, and Helen Frederick at Pyramid 
Atlantic. The prints skillfully display the delicacy 
and demands of this medium. While a print can 
always be appreciated for its composition and 
technique, the print originally provided an oppor¬ 
tunity to disseminate an image as a work of art for 
less cost than a painting or drawing. Included are 
strong abstract, political, metaphysical, painterly, 
narrative and representational prints by artists 
who are both strictly printmakers and painters 
and sculptors who use printmaking to develop or 
enlarge upon their painterly ideas. 


Who am I? Why am I Here? 

One of photography’s innate strengths is its ability 
to hold a mirror to our most social and private 
selves. The fabrication of identity is a still warm 
leftover of postmodernism’s concern with multi- 
culturalism. Whether the fabricated identity is 
personal, political, psychological, symbolic or 
regional, this issue remains central to the work of 
the photographers who portray the figure and the 
landscape. Through either traditional format pho¬ 
tography, technical innovation, or theatrical arti¬ 
fice, they raise the question, do we mold the 
environment or does the environment mold us? 

Location, Location, Location 

That so many artists dwell on the significance of 
place reveals how they internalize the influence of 
specific locations and use it to their advantage. 
This exhibition provides a mini-travelogue 
through the symbolism of Washington, DC, the 
gothic decay of Mississippi and Alabama, the 
sophistication of Paris, the mysteries of Tibet, the 
serenity of the Chesapeake, the toils of Haiti, the 
allure of Tuscany, and the no-nonsense atmosphere 
of Arlington. Instead of providing detached tourist 
“postcard” views, the artists exploit the character 
and nuances of these places to create work with 
inherent drama and storytelling quality. 
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So Many Voices 

It is difficult to characterize the art of this area 
through a large exhibition that allows only one 
work per artist. This presentation, covering the 
spectrum from traditional to cutting edge, is the 
first exhibition/auction partnership between the 
FRIENDS of the Corcoran and the WPA\Cor- 
coran. It will certainly transform or “metamor¬ 
phose” over the years, expanding and changing to 
include new faces, techniques, media, and themes. 
Art history is a story told through the strength of 
many voices. It is up to you to select which voices 
resonate with you, the viewer, confirming for 
yourself the maxim “In diversity lies strength.”

• Each artwork has a posted minimum bid below 
which no bid will be accepted. 

• Bidding must be made in $25 minimum incre¬ 
ments. 

• Silent Auction bids may be placed beginning 
Thursday, October 10 at 6:30 PM and during 
museum hours through November 9. Silent bidding 
ends November 9 at 8:45 PM. 

• Any unsold works remaining may be purchased for 
the posted minimum bid, or highest bid amount, 
immediately after the Live Auction. Please speak 
with one of the Silent Auction volunteers in the 
galleries to close out the bidding on the desired 
work and have the work removed for packaging. 

HOW TO BID IN THE LIVE AUCTION 

• To bid during the Live Auction, the bidder raises 
his/her bid number in the direction of the 
Auctioneer or one of the designated bid spotters. 

■ The highest bidder acknowledged by the Auctioneer 
shall be the purchaser. In the event of any dispute 
between bidders, the Auctioneer shall have sole and 

final discretion. 

• Artworks offered in the Live Auction have a pub¬ 
lished retail value. There is also an unpublished 
reserve price below which the item will not be sold. 

■ The Auctioneer may announce bids placed in 
advance during the course of the auction.
